WIRELESS ATION 
POINTS TO COMING 
OF THUNDERSTORN 


Interference, Said to Be Caused 
by Sun Spots, Renders Mes- 
sages Unreadable. 


‘BIG SPOT BREAKING UP 


Negative Elektrons From Lumi- 


nary in Contact Soon With 
Earth’s Positive Ones. 


Brother Hubert, astronomy professor 
at Christian Brothers College, predicts 
that electrical disturbances, caused by 
sun spots, will break the St. Louis hot 
wave tonight or tomorrow, when the 
first of a series of thunderstorms, ac- 
companied by rain, will occur. 

For more than a week Brother Hubert 


of a large group of spots on the sun's 
surface. Ten days ago there was only 
one spot. By a series of scientific calcu 
lations the astronomer found that this 
spot had a diameter of 13,000 miles. Ther: 
it began to break up into smaller spots. 
Yesterday Brother Hubert counted 107 
spots. This morning there were only 84° 

Brother Hubert today told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the wireless ap- 
paratus at Christian Brothers’ Collegs 
revealed the presence of the large sun 
spot before it became visible through 
the telescope. 


Crackling in Instruments, 

“Disturbances on the sun’s surface 
always cause interference with wireless 
transmission,“ he said. ‘‘There is an 
almost constant crackling in the receiv- 
ing and transmitting instruments. This 
sound becomes confused with the mes- 
sages which are being sent or received 
and makes it impossible to understand 
them. This condition is worst when 
spots are forming en the sun. Wireless 
operators look for storms in these 
cases, but the storm conditions some- 
times are slow in reaching a climax.”’ 

It is impossible to define the zones 
affected by the sun spots, but the 
crackling of the wireless apparatus here 
is accepted as an indication that St. 
Louis is within the storm area. 

So long as there is only one large spot 
on the sun, Brother Hubert says, there 
is no immediate prospect of a storm, 
but when the spot begins to break up 
electrical disturbances are sure to fol- 
low. 

He explains this by saying that sun 
spots occur only when one or more large 
planets are so close to the sun that they 
attract the gaseous matter of which the 
sun's outer surface is composed. 


Gases Drawn From Sun. 

This causes a cylconic condition on the 
sun at the point where the attraction is 
greatest. For a time the gases and va- 
pors resist this force, but gradually they 
become rarer and are drawn out into 
space beyond the power of the sun’s 

gravity. 

Among the component parts of the 


trons, or molecules, highly charged with 
negative electricity. When these enter 
the earth’s atmosphere and come into 
contact with positive electrons there 
the time is ripe for electrical disturb- 
ances, 

This condition is now forecast by the 
rapid disintegration of the sun spots, 
Brother Hubert says. He expects the 
period of electrical unrest to extend over 
about seven days.

GEN. BLISS FINDS 
LAREDO CAMP IN 
GOOD CONDITION 


Less Than One Per Gent of Mis- 
souri, New: Hampshire and 
Maine Troops in Hospital. 


WASHINGTON, July %&.—Major-Gen- 
eral Bliss advised the War Department 
today that he had completed inspec- 
tions of the Missouri, New Hampshire 
and Maine infantry camped at Laredo, 
Tex., and found health conditions ex- 
cellent, less than 1 per cent of the com- 
mand being in the hospital and no seri- 
ous cases reported. 

The water supply, while abundant in 


all cases, Gen. Bliss said, had to be 
boiled for drinking purposes, but the 
Laredo authorities would take fmmedi- 
ate steps to improve purification and 
make boiling unnecessary. The com- 
mand was reported excellently shel- 
tered with the exception of two com- 
panies of the Fourth Missouri, for which 
new tents had been requisitioned. 

Regarding the food supply, the Gen- 
eral said all officers interviewed by him 
had stated it was abundant in quantity 
and of excellent quality. He added that 
a general spirit of contentment existed 
among the men. 

The War Department has instructed 
army commanders on the border to sub- 
mit weekly reports showing the actual 
physical condition of their command, 
describing the treatment accorded che 
men, and detailing the duties they are 
performing. 

The reports, it was announced today, 
will be published uncensored by the de- 
partment, to meet criticisms alleging 
mistreatment and undue hardships suf- 
fered by militiamen.

Tells Police There ‘He Killed 
His Bride in Pontiac ‘Hotel 
Here.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., July A. -A man 


who declared he was Charles H. Durgin, 
slayer of his wife, Bertha Elrod Durgin, 
in St. Louis, surrendered to the police 
here today. sme said he was ready to 
return to St. Louis and take his punish- 
ment. 


Durgin has been sought by the St. 
Louis police since July 7, when his bride 
of three weeks was found dead in a room 
at the Pontiac Hotel, Nineteenth and 
Market streets, with a bullet wound in 
her right temple. Both had been em- 
ployed at the Glenwood Sanitarium at 
Glendale, St. Louis County. 

After the death of Mrs. Durgin many 
circumstances polnted to Durgin as her 
slayer. He accompanied her to the hotel, 
but departed alone a few hours before 
her body was discovered. 

Investigation. disclosed that Durgin 
had been insane 19 years and at one 
time tried to kill his father and his two 
sisters. At various times he had been 
a patient at the city sanitarium (insane 
asylum.) After being discharged as 
cured he was hired as a personal serv- 
ant by Dr. H. S. Atkins, proprietor of 
the Glenwood Sanitarium. 

For several days the identity of the 
woman killed was not known. She was 
identified by a sister, who also worked 
at the sanitarium, and later it was 
learned that she and Durgin had been 
married at Clayton after resigning their 
places at the sanitarium.

ASQUITH ASKS FOR CREDIT 
VOTE OF $2,250,000,000 


| Same is Largest Yet Requested and 
Would Bring Eugiand’s Outlay 
for War to $14,160,000,000. 

LONDON, July %—Premier Asquith 
today asked the House of Commons for 
a vote of credit for £450,000,000 ($3:250,- 
00. 000). 

This vote is the largest asked by the 
Government since the beginning of the 
war, and will bring the total vote this 
year to £1,050,000,000 and the total since 
the beginning of the war to £2;332,000,000 
(approximately. $14,160,000, 000). 

In moving the vote of credit the 
Premier said the recent expenditure out 
of the vote of credit was approximately 
£5,000,000 daflly.. The £6,000,000 daily re- 
ferred to by Reginald McKenna, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, represent- 
ed all the outgoing, the Premier said. 
All the expenditures from April 1 to last 
Saturday was £559,000,000 ($2,795,000,000). 

Mr. Asquith said that the navy, army 
and munitions cost £379,000,000, the loans 
of Great Britain’s allies 17,000, 000 and 
food, supplies, railways, etc., £23,000,000. 
The average daily expenditures on the 
war, he said, was $22,750,000. 

The Premier said he hoped the ex- 
penditure for the army and navy would 
not exceed the present levol in the near 
future.

The burden of thinking, deciding and 
leading has been hard upon me, and 
realizing this I know that my life must 
not be risked in the foremost line of 
battle where my feelings, if wunre- 
strained, would carry me swiftly. 

“My life must be conserved careful- 
tly for the welfare of Germany, in or- 
der to carry out the duties asSigned to 
me by divine appointment.”

today from different places in the State 
outside of New York City, making a 
total of 224 cases of the disease. Two 
deaths were also reported, increasing 
the number of fatalities to 26.

MAIL COMPLAINTS 


Says Two Cases of Delay Cited 
Do Not Support Charge of 
Inefficient Censorship. 


LONDON, July 24.—The Foreign Office 
tus published the text of the note hand- 
ed +o the American Ambassrad r reply- 
ing to certain American complaints 
against the British censorship of mails. 
The reply is confined to the few specific 
allegations of the recent American note. 
It is stated that the formal answer to 
tne general arguments advanced by the 
stil 
c: rsideration by the entente allied Gov- 
ernments and will receive reply in du: 
course. 

The two principal cases referred to 
i: the present memorandums are those 
of the MacNiff Horticultural Co. of New 
York and the Standard Underground Ca- 
ble Co. of Pittsburg. The MacNiff com- 
puny complained of the loss of perisn- 
#ble goods owing to the detention by the 
c-nsor of shipping documents relating 
thereto. 

Speial Mail Bag Provided. 

“he British Government states that 8 
scon as the matter was brought to its 
attention it arranged to have a special 
mail bag for shipping papers, which 
would be immediately censored, so no *+- 
lay would occur. 

In the case of the cable company, it 
is stated that the Government of the 
United States appeared to insinuate” 
that the delays in the mail of the cable 
company was directly connected with 
the fact that a British competitor had 
obtained a contract for which that com- 
pany had been tendering.”’ 

“His Majesty’s Government,” the note 
concludes, is astonished that such an 
insinuation should be made, especially 
as the complaint from the cable com- 
pany appears not to have been ade- 
quately examined.“ 

The memorandum goes on to show in 
considerable detail that tenders for the 
contracts referred to must have passed 
between the United States and Norway 
on a date prior to that upon which the 
censorship of Scandinavian mails began. 
After detailing other cases, the note 
continues: 


Says Charge Is Not Supported. 


The specific complaints do not sup- 
port the general charge against the ef- 
ficiency of the British censorship. His 
Majesty’s Government will always be 
ready’ to explain in detail the working 
of the censorship, as there is nothing 
regarding it which they wish to con- 
ceal. 

“Many complaints, when examined, 
proved to arise from badly directed let- 
ters, the irregular sailing of neutral 
nail boats and other causes entirely out- 
side the control of His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment, and are often due to the ac- 
tion of enemies.”’ 


Washington Governn:ent is under 


to Request Another Reply to 
Note on Mail Seizures. 

WASHINGTON, July 24.—Great Brit- 
ain’s partial reply to the American note 
protesting against interference with neu- 
tral mails is regarded by officials as un- 
satisfactory, principally because it deals 
with specific cases instead of the prin- 
ciples involved. Officials infer from the 
communication that Great Britain is 
determined to uphold her attitude which 
the United States regards as unwar- 
ranted and without authority in inter- 
national law. 

Acting Secretary Polk said he would 
cable Ambassador Page repeating the 
request for an early reply to the last 
American note. He said the memoran- 
dum now is before President Wilson.

‘ASQUITH DELAYS | 
RISH BILL DESPITE 
REDMOND WARNING 


Premier Insists Upon Substan- 
tial Agreement Upon Measure 
Before Introducing It. 


LONDON, July 24—Premier Asquith 
today told John Redmond, leader of the 
Irish Nationalists in the House of Com- 
mons, that the British Government does 
not propose to introduce an Trish bill 
upon which there does not appear to be 
the prospect of a substantial agreement 
py att potitical parties. 


Redmond obtained leave to move the 


adjournment of the House in order “to 
call attention to the rapidly growing un- 
rest in Ireland owing to the fact that 
the Government did not propose to carry 
out in entirety the terms submitted for 
the temporary settlement.” 


Subject to Approval, 


Redmond asked amid Nationalist 
cheers whether the Government had de- 
cided to depart from the terms of the 
agreement arrived at by the Irish party 
and based upon the proposals made by 
the Secretary of War, David Llioyd- 
George, whether the Government had 
determined to insert in the bill new 
proposals at variance with the agree- 
ment without consulting the National- 
ists, and whether the Premier had re- 
ceived any intimation that a bill so 
framed would be vigorously opposed by 
the Nationalists. 

Premier Asquith in reply pointed out 
that the agreement was subject to ap- 
proval of and revision by the Cabinet. 
Two main points, he said, had emerged 
from the agreement, and these had been 
accomplished by both sections of the 
Cabinet, Unionists and home rulers. 
The Unionists, the Premier said, in- 
fluenced very largeiy by the attitude 
of Redmond and his friends during the 
war, had agreed that home rule should 
be brought into immediate application 
while the home rule section had agreed 
that the six Ulster counties should not 
be brought in without their consent. 

Premier Asquith continued: 

In the course of settling upon a Dill 
to give effect to this object two ques- 
tions arose which required consideration 
first as to the form in which the ex- 
clusion of the Ulster counties sHould be 
provided for. It was common ground to 
all parties that this area should not be 
subject to automatic inclusion and they 
would not do more than to make that 
sure. 

The other question was the retention 
after home rule of Irish members in the 
Imperial Parliament in undiminished 
numbers. After final and full examina- 
tion of the question, the Government felt 
that they could not themselves agree, 
end could not expect the House of Com- 
mons to agree that the full number 
should be retained after an election. The 
Government had no intention of intro- 
ducing any home rule bill with regard 
to which there was no substantial agree- 
ment among all parties.“ 


Redmond Moves Adjournment. 


Redmond then moved the adjournment 
of the House to call attention to the 
matter. 

Redmond repudiated the interpreta- 
tion placed upon the agreement by 
Premier Asquith and asked whether it 
was not a fact that on Saturday last, 
War Secretary Lloyd-George and ter- 
bert L. Samuel, the Home Secretary, 
had sent him a message saying that 
decision had been reached by the Gov- 
ernment on the two points mentioned. 

Premier Asquith, repeated that the 
Government would not introduce any 
bill until it was satisfied that it met 
substantially with the assent of all

Grand Jury He Instructed in.1902 Failed to In- 
dict Central Traction Boodlers Exposed 
by the Post-Dispatch. 


Seven candidates for Judge of the St. 
Louis Cireuit Court win be nominated 
by the Republican, Democratic and So- 
Clalist parties at the State primary 
election Aug. 1. There are 2% Repub- 
lican candidates, nine Democratic can- 
didates and seven Socialist candidates 
for the nominations. Three of the Re- 
publican Judges whose terms expire 
next January are candidates for re- 
nomination: Wilson A. Taylor, James 
E. Withrow and Leo 8. Rassieur. 
Judges of the Circuit Court are elect- 
ed for six-year terms. 

Willam Zachritz of 2921 Lafayette av- 
enue served one term as Circuit Judge 
from 1896 to 1902, and was defeated for 
re-election in 1902. On his official record 
he * be defeated again. 


achrits Beaten in 1002, 
Wintann Zachritz, who has been put on 


the Kiel-Schmoll slate for the Republic- 
an nomination for Judge of the St. Louis 
Circuit Court, was defeated for re-elec- 
tion as Circuit Judge in 1902, upon the 
record he made on the bench and as 
Circuit Attorney from 1892 to 1896. He 
ran 8000 votes behind his ticket. When 
he was a candidate for the Republican 
nomination for Mayor in 1901. and for 
re-election to the bench in 1902, the St. 
Louls Globe-Democrat, the Republican 
organ, denounced him editorially and 
declared that his nomination would be a 
mistake and a peril. 

Zachritz succeeded Mayor Kiel as Re- 
publican QOity Committeeman in the 
Fifteenth Ward, following Kiel’s elec- 
tion as Mayor. He has been a compo- 
nent and useful part of the Kiel-Schmoll 
Republican machine. Mayor Kiel is 
playing every possible end of the polit. 
ical game to win a renomination for 
Mayor next spring, and in recognition 
of Zachritz’s services in the political 
organization, Kiel and Schmoll have 
placed him on their slate, in the belief 
that if he should be nominated the Re 
publican majority in November will be 
great enough to carry him over, 
Zachritz was Judge of the St. Louls 
Circuit Court in 1898, ~hen Robert M. 
Snyder bribed through the Municipal 
Assembly at a cost of $250,000 the famous 
Central Traction franchise, afterwards 
sold to the predecessors of the United 
Railways Co. for $1,250,000. The Post-Dis- 
patch, April 18, 1898, published complete 
details of the Central Traction bribery. 
One week later Judge Tachritz delivered 
a famous charge to a St. Louis grand 
jury instructing it to investigate the 
accusations of bribery made by tha 
Post-Dispatch, and if these charges 
could not be substantiated, to indict the 
editors of the Post-Dispatch for crimi- 
nal libel.

The grand jury charge was principalty 
an indictment of the Post-Dispatch, 
which he Ci net mention by name. 

“Either the allegation of bribery 
against said officials is true and can he 
substantiated by legal and competens 
testimony,“ he said to the grand jury, 
as averred in said paper, or such pub- 
lication is entirely without foundation 
in law of fact, and is made through 
motives other than those which tend to 
subserve the public good, and made de- 
signedly for some ulterior purpose other 
than of a just, correct and prompt en- 
fofcement of the criminal law; and in 
that event, if it is so made, without suf- 
ficient. facts to warrant the publication 
in law, and dore maliciously or for 
wrongful purposes, then those who hold 
out such a charge to the public by means 
of said publication contained in said 
newspaper, are, in my judgment, guilty 
of one of the most damnable crimes 
known to th law, viz: That of criminai 
libel, which involves a destruction of 
the character of the citizen, and is 4 
crime greater against the State than 
any crime forbidding the destruction of 
private property, or even the destruction 
of human life by an individual.“ 

Uncovered Four Years Later. 

The grand jury failed to find any in- 
dictments against the Central Traction 
boodlers, and when they were uncovered 


grand juries the statute of limitations 
had expired, and all but one or two, who 
had been out of the State, escaped pros 
ecution entirely. 

The grand jury of 1902, which investi- 
gated the Central Traction bribery and 
indicted Robert M. Snyder, found that 
every fact published in the Post-Dis- 
patch four years before was true. It 
said: 

“Convineing documentary evidence was 
unearthed proving that the sum of 16. 
000 was placed in escrow in a bank of 
this city to be paid to the members of 
the Municipal Assembly for the passage 
of a valuable franchise ordinance. This 
bill failed, and a second ordinance was 
introduced, upon the passage of which 
the sum of about $250,000 was distributed 
among these members. In these matters 
the statute of limitations Was a bar to 
the finding of indictments against nearly 
all of the guilty parties. 

“We regret that the grand jury of 
three years ago, which made a fruitless 
investigation of municipal scandal, was 
unable to secure the evidence which we 
found so readily and which could have 
been more casily obtained at that time. 

“We cannot but believe that if the of-

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[MINISTER CECIL ON THE BOYCOTT. 
: The British boycott against certain American 
firms is only made more inexplicable and the 
causes of indignation it presents are only asgra- 
| vated in the interview given the press by Minister 
ot War Trades Robert Cecil. 

The valuable dye stuffs brought over by the sub- 
mersible Deutschland were purchased by certain 
American firms. Supposing these firms should be 
boycotted on the ground that the money or credit 
muring to German use in the transaction helped 
the British enemy. 

The Deutschland will take back a cargo of nickel 
and rubber. Supposing the American firms that 
sold these commodities should be boycotted on the 
ground that they have assisted in supplying the 
enemy with things of which he is in desperate 
need. 

So outrageous an action, following transactions 
with which the whole nation is familiar, of which 
they are witnesses in a sense, would cause unil- 
versal resentment. But it would only apply to 
these firms the same principle which, as a result 
of less known transactions, has already been ap- 
plied to at least a large number of the 80 firms 
placed on the British blacklist. 

These concerns are corporations organized under 
American law or co-partnerships, owned by native 
or long-naturalized American citizens. Because, 
in the exercise of their absolute neutral right to 
trade with any or all belligerents, they have trad- 
ed with Germans or dealt in German goods, Lon- 
don decrees that any Brititsh subject who deals 
with or trades with them shall be guilty of a penal 
offense. 

This is making a scrap of paper of British fa- 
vored nation treaties. A large number of the 
transactions assigned as an excuse for the boy- 
cott took place in areas remote from any war 
gone or blockaded waters or ports. The action 
is the more suspicious because some of these trans- 
actions were located in the Far East, where British 
trade prestige and trade may need artificial pro- 
tection against American competition during the 
distractions of war. | 

The only justification offered by Minister Cecil 
for this unprecedented and wholly illegal course is 
that the “boycott has inflicted serious injury upon 
the enemy.“ This is only pleading the justifica- 
tion of military necessity, the same justification 
pleaded for the invasion of Belgium and the atro- 
Cities that followed. The struggle for neutral 
rights while the war lasts is apparently only be- 
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The appalled pedestrian will be further scared 
to learn that 8,000,000 Americans are motoring 
every day, while thousands of others are getting 
ready to buy a speeder.

If Missouri’s Eugene Field, who also sung 
much of childhood and with whom Riley is often- 
est compared, was the more versatile, Riley had

of song were vouchsafed to him after the first 
grave illnesg that made him an object of national 
solicitude. It is agreeable to think that these 
were years of ease, filled with honors and marked 
by many things to be desired. 

His years of activity on the lecture platform 
brought him in intimate contact with the pedple 
of all séctions and linked him with a wider circle 
of acquaintances and friends than any American 
poet of recent times has possessed. To the mem- 
bers of this circle the news of his death brings 
a grievous sense of loss. He was spared the sac- 
rifices Field was obliged to make to the necessi- 
ties of a livelihood and enjoyed the leisure poesy 
demands of its votaries.

WAR’S EMPLOYMENT PROBLEM.

We are not really having war, but there are 
some 400 women in St. Louis and some 25,000 in 
the United States who think we are. 
They are the women whose supporting husbands 
or sons were snatched from them by the recrult- 
ing offices with less than a week's warning. If 
the man hed actually died, they would at least 
have had his insurance as a slight barrier behind 
which to catch their breaths and plan some sort 
of campaign to safety. g 2 f 
Mostly they are brave—brave as their men. 
They have need to be. The men will fight no 
such battle in Mexico as the women they have left 
The men are fed and 
éxercised to the point of physical perfection. The 
women are overworked and underfed to semi- 
exhaustion. The man has a friend at each shoul- 
der who will fight with him and bring him in if 
he ig wounded—if there is any fight. Each woman 
stands alone, her ‘children clinging to her knees, 
hampering every move. No one will know if she 
goes down—and she is fighting now. ' 
The grandmother of 72, with a cataract on one 
eye, is brave enough—too brave. Her insistence 
on earning her living by darning stockings catches 
a pink-headed committeeman by the throat. He 
has no idea how, when, where, by whom or if his 
socks are darned, but he thinks a dollar a pair 
would be about right. The committee women look 
at each other and, without a tremor of conscience 
between them, calmly arrange the graft. 
That is because the question of the employment, 
training, pay of whole groups of women is one of 
the problems women have yet to solve. The dif- 
ficulties are sometimes insurmountable under our 
present economic system, and charity bazar 
methods must still be used. 1 
There is the untrained woman of 50 years. She

But the married women 
themselves now appreciate the fact that wage 
earning for them is intermitted only in the early 
years of marriage. More than five out of every 
10 married women of,over 50 years are earning 
their own livings—and pitiful ones for the most 
part.

been taken account of on the Stock 
Exchange; so that, except for the possi- 
bility of a surprise in the amount of 
the earnings to be published tomorrow, 
the chief importance of the statement 
will be in its precise information as to 
the course of business over each of the 
three months ending June 30. The slight 
decrease in unfilled orders during June 
will make a comparison of the earnings 
in that month with those of the preced- 
ing two months doubly interesting.
